To the School Board and Citizens of New Hampton: 

I herewith submit my fourth annual report to the 
School Board and Citizens of New Hampton. This has 
been a year of general progress. Tests, reports, and ob- 
servations show that the scholarship in our schools is 
higher than a year ago. This is one of the most impor- 
tant factors in any school system. Also we have had 
better attendance and a greater interest on the part of 
parents. 


Teachers 


The most essential factor in any school system is the 
teacher. The successful experienced teacher is to-day 
in greater demand than even during the war. Many of 
the larger towns and cities have teachers in their employ- 
ment, who were engaged during the war and will be 
dropped as soon as successful teachers from the smaller 
towns can be secured. So, in looking at the question 
from this angle, there is still a shortage of teachers. 

It is gratifying to state that four of our present 
teachers attended the summer session of the Plymouth 
Normal School, and three of the six teachers are Normal 
graduates. ‘The professional and experienced teachers 
are far more economical for a district to employ.

“One of the most important. subjects in our school 
curriculum is health. I am pleased to report that we are 
making progress. Our district is fortunate in having a 
doctor,‘a Red Cross Organization, and three members ‘of 
the school board, who consider the physical condition of 
the children of New Hampton as a serious problem. Al- 
though New Hampton’s boys and girls are not any more 
physically handicapped than those in other rural towns 
of the State; to know that one-half-of our pupils in the 
public schools have bad teeth, and twenty-five per cent 
of them have enlarged tonsils, leads one to question is it 
not time for parents and civic organizations to investi- 
gate more thoroughly the report of the medical inspector, 
and endeavor to carry out his recommendations. 

Our pupils have all been weighed by Dr. Dolloff. 
The scales for this. work were purchased ,by the Red 
Cross organization.

The graduates 
were Louise Beard, Elizabeth Brown, Frederick Brown, 
Ernest Drake, and Dorothy Crimmins.” Three of these 
pupils are attending high school. 


School Fair 


The Annual School Fair was held October 15th, un- 
der the auspices of the Grange. In many respects it ex- 
celled former fairs; a larger per cent of the pupils was 
present, the literary part of the program was presented 
in a most creditable manner, the introduction of super- 
vised plays and games, the enthusiastic spelling match, 
and the hearty cooperation of the parents made this event 
the most profitable ever held. I want to thank the 
Grange again for its support toward developing this 
side of the child’s education. 

Repairs 


The subject of repairs is always with us. This year 
we relaid the foundations at the Winona school building, 
leveled the floor and strengthened the same by inserting 
additional timbeis, installed a slate blackboard and add- 
ed a book closet. 

Only minor repairs have.been made on the other 
buildings. As to the village building, your superinten- 
dent has recommended to the School Board two alter- 
natives, one to repair the building where it is now loca- 
ted, and the other is to move the building to some other 
location before making the repairs. Of course there is 
the third proposition which might be considered—to 
build a new building.

‘Transportation 


This year we have three transportation routes. Al- 
bert Walker was re-engaged to convey the pupils from 
the so-called Warren Gordon section to the Fisk school. 
Mr. Holland, who lives near Ashland, transports his 
three children to the Ashland Village schools. Gustaf 
Blom, who resides beyond the two-mile limit, requested 
the Board to transport his children to school. Arrange- 
ments were made with Mr. Blom to convey these pu- 
pils to the Old Institution School. Although we have 
one more route than last year, the total expenses ot 
transportation will be about the same,

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD, NEW HAMPTON 


The school law of 1919 is. now working. very 
smoothly and to the great advantage of the rural chil- 
dren of our state. While towns like ours are making a 
great effort for education we are getting full value for 
every dollar expended and our children are getting more 
and better education than ever before. , 

The last session of the legislature amended the law 
in some important particulars. State aid now goes to 
the poorer districts of the state and not to those cities 
and towns which are able to support their own schools. 
No school district is obliged to._pay more than a reason- 
able amount for educating any pupil. In cases of ques- 
tion parents or guardians may appeal to the commis- 
sioner of education whose decision is final. Local school 
boards may lay out their own programs of study. The 
State Board provides a course of instruction but local 
boards may accept any part of it or refuse all of it as 
they see fit. 

The State School Board has also adopted a new plan 
of allotting state aid. Up to this time the allotment has 
been made in the middle of the year after contracts have 
been made and ‘upon the basis of the average cost ’ 
throughout the state for each item in the budget. It 
often happened that less was approved than the amounts. 
being actually paid and districts were obliged each year 
to ask for deficiency appropriations to meet their cur- 
rent obligations. Hereafter the allotment is to be deter- 
mined and made known to each qualified district before 
the annual district school meeting so that school boards 
may know in advance just what aid the state will provide 
and what amounts the district must raise for the ensuing 
year. State aid is to be given in accordance with the 
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amount of effort towns make for education. New Hamp- 
ton is in group A of the districts qualified for aid and will 
receive next year $3,025.40 the same sum allotted for this 
year. 

This new plan of opportioning state aid is welcomed 
very gladly by your School Board which has had a hard 
time to make ends meet under our new system. Our 
budgets have been made out for the exact amounts our 
contracts for teachers, transportation routes and other 
items called for and wherever these were above the av- 
erage for the state and were not approved we have had no 
money with which to meet our needs. Hereafter the 
School Board may know in advance how much money 
will be available for the year and can plan accordingly. 

As required by law we herewith submit estimates 
of the amounts required for the support of schools for 
the year beginning July 1, 1922.
